Melvin E. Marshall, 18, son of 
Melvin J. Marshall, of Grayling, 
and Mrs. Edna Wiseman, Spokane, 
Washington, is the first Crawford 
County youth to be killed in action 
in the Korean war. 

His father received word of his 
death late Thursday night in a 
telegram “from the Department of 
Defense at Washington. It stated 
that young Marshall was killed on 
September 4 in Korea. 

Melvin was born in Cheboygan 
on May 30.

Bow Season Opens Om 


Deer wext Sunday 


- Michigan big game hunting gets 
underway October 1 with an esti- 
mated 12,000-14,000 sportsmen. 
hoping to bag deer in a 36-day 
season which calls for arrows and 
not bullets. 

While 12,689 persons purchased 
bow and arrow hunting licenses 
last sedson, conservation depart- 


ment game officials refuse to fur-' 


ther hazard a guess on the possible 
effect of the war situation in hold- 
ing down an increase in the Robin- 
hood-style army. However the 
number of bow and arrow deer 
hunters regularly has increased in 
the last few years. As recently 
as 1945 only 1.800 entered .the 
field. 

More deer than the Michigan 
range safely can carry through the 
winter are around for the patient 
and skillful bowmen to stalk, 
notes I. H. Bartlett, department 
deer specialist. And a growing 
army of archers are becoming 
more successful, he says. Records 
show that in 1947 only one in 20 
got.a deer the hard way, in 1948 
one in 17 and last year as high as 
one out of every 14 returned home 
with venison. 

Approximately 70 per cent of 
the archers last season limited 
their stalking range to a_ half- 
dozen counties. ~ Highest hunter 
concentrations were recorded in 
Roscommon, Allegan, Crawford, 
Oscoda, Iosco and. Montmorency 
counties. These counties account- 
ed for roughly 80 per cent of the 
878 deer harvested via the bow 
and arrow method in 1949, 

Deer-of either sex may be taken 
October 1-November 5 in every 
county in the state except Kewee- 
naw, Houghton, Marquette, Dick- 
inson, Menominte, Chippewa save 
Drummond Istand, Emmet.
